On the prefent Pa t1T10N to the Parliament ¢o 
Englith the Laws. 


To the AurTnor of th Weexty RecisTer. 


WES the Parliament has thought the En- 

Pd glifing of the Laws worthy of its Con- 

Se I believe it may not be un- 

feafonable, to prefent your Readers 

with fome Thoughts on that Affair — 

*Tis a Subject, that concerns every Per- 

fon’s Welfare. Juftice and Property are 

both interefted in it, and, as the whole 

Society in Turn may feel the Influenceof fuch a Regula- 

tion, I take the Freedom of recommending it thus pub- 

lickly, in hope the Importance of it will prevail on you to 

introduce it to the Wor!d, and pardon the Weaknels of the 
Advocate at the fame Time. 

The Foundation of Laws was originally intended for the 
Eftablifhment of Juftice; to prevent Abufes, or reform 
them ; to regulate the Peace, or Property of a Society, and 
fecure it from Diforder and Oppreffion, Every Law, that 
became neceffary, was made for thefe Purpofes; and ‘twas 
the Intereft of the Society to fubmit to the Reftraint. Eve- 
ry particular Member had a natural Right to fee, examine, 
and underftand the Limitation, that was defign’d as the 
Teft of his Behaviour, and the Rule of his Conduét; and 
for this Purpofe, "twas apprehended, fuch Limitations could 
not be too comprehenfive, clear, and expreflive; or for 
the Sake of Memory, too fhort and concife. The Sages of 
Antiquity were willing to give the People under their Di- 
sc€lion, the moft plain and intelligible View of their Duty 
imaginable, that they might have the lefs Excufe for De- 
viation, and the eafier Redrefs of Injuries ; "twas endea- 
vour'd to enable every Man to fum up the whole Conftitu- 
tion in his own Mind, that he‘might jadge himfelf of every 
Part of it, and diftinguifh the Equity of the whole. By 
this Means, Men faw the Reafonablenefs of the Legiflature 
‘that controul’d them, and fear'd to be condemn’d for Fol- 
ly, as well as Vice, in violating any Parts of that Obliga- 
tion, which was the Cement of the Society ——I flatter 
myfelf, no Body will difpute the Truth of thefe Affertions 
in the Abftraét; but perhaps many may deny the Poffibility 
of making the Application to ourfelves. I may be told, 
that we have long err’d from thefe Principles, and Cuftom 
has intail’d on us a quite oppofite Praétice, which ‘twill not 
be in the Power of Reafon to remedy; that particular Na- 
tions have particular Laws ; and what was calculated to re- 
gulate one of the little Greek Common- Wealths, will not 
{quare with fo great, and populous a Nation as ours. To 
this I anfwer, that Truth is always the fame, and Regulari- 
ty no more foreign to a large Community, than a fmall. 
e——The Elements of Government are always alike; and 
what is the Parent of Order and Harmony in one Nation, 
will have the fame Effeét in another. The Difference is 
never occafion’d by good Principles, but bad. The Direc- 
tion of publick Affairs has fallen into unskilful Hands, and 
they endeavour'd only to hide, what they could not rectify. 
Hence Obfcurity, and Gothick Barbarifm took place of Ele- 

ance, and Perfpicuity; and Senfe and Juftice were fwal- 

ow'd up in Dulnefs and Confufion. Hence the Study of 
Law, which ought to be one of the moft refin'’d, and moft 

ufeful Employments of Life, is become the moft tedious, 

infipid, and where ie meets with a bad Difpofition, the 

wortt. “Tis plain then, "twas poffible to eftablifh our 

Laws on the molt reafonable, and juft Foundation; and if 
any are otherwife, either in Theory or Praétice, "tis owing 

to Corruption and Ignorance, which may ftill be remov'd; 

and the greater the Difficulty, the greater the Glory. 

Errors of long ftanding, with all the venerable Ruft of An- 

tiquity for their San@ion, are as much Errors, as thofe of 
Yefterday; and the Length of their Continuance, fhould be 

the ftrongeft Argument for their Amendment. Their 

Meafure of Iniquity is fall ; and if our Anceftors have in- 

jur'd us, we fhould be kind to our Pofterity, and remove 

the Load from them, we were not able to bear our felves. 

-—-—When a Community is aggriev’d, they have a Demand 
on the Legiflature for Redrefs; and ’tis due to their Remon- 
ftrance: The Legiflature, that is really a Friend to Man- 
kind, will rejoice at an Opportunity of doing them Service ; 
will labour indefatigably in the Re-eftablifhment of their 
Peace; and with the utmoft Prudence and Caution deter- 
mine the Means..—The People grow immediately fenfible 
of the Advantage, and refleét all imaginable Honour on 
their Benefactors, 


Now fhould we examine the Eg/i Laws, and the 
Pradtice of Courts, by this Summary of the ancient Le- 
giflature; fhould we look for the Origin-of each, examine 
its Nature and Tendency; thould we enquire, if the Exe- 
cution anfwers the Defign; if ’tis plain, thort, ealy to be 
underftood, of unqueftionable Uie, fuch as we could not 
be without, and fuch as could not be mended by humane 
Wifdom; fuch as clearly pointed out the Subjeét’s Duty, 
and naturally led him to redrefs his Injurics ———I am afraid 
they would be faulty in fome Particulars; I am afraid they 
would not appear fo perfect as they ought: but, as this O- 
pinion of mine may arife from my Incapacity of under- 
ftanding them, I'll wave every farther Conclufion, and pro- 
ceed only to examine the Language made ule of, to cony 
vey them to Pofterity. 

To this Purpofe, I thall allow them all the Advantages, 
that other People may imagine they want. I'l] allow them 
to contain the whole Duty of the Subject, contriv’d in the 
moit mafterly Way, and explain’d in the moft regular Me- 
thod; that they are deduc’d in Order from the firtt Bafis of 
theConttitutio:, down toa Sub-Peena for an Evidence; that 
the ftriét, and nitural Dependance of all their Branches on 
each other, is moit fully ftated and effectually covifirm'd : 
But, when I have made all thefe Conceflions in their Fa- 
vour, how fhall I underftand them? I'll fuppofe myfelf a 
rich Farmer; that I rent avery large Eftate, poffels a {mail 
one of my own, have a Right to vote for Members of Par- 
liament, and by the Extenfivenefs of my Dealings, pay 
confiderable yearly Sums:to fupport the Charge of Govern- 
ment.——=Certainly in thefe Circumftances, I have an a- 
bundant Right to examine the Laws I am to live by, and 
underftand at large what I muft praftife ——But how fhall 
I come by the Information? I was properly brought up to 
Ruftic Affairs, and have not the Advantage of the Lan- 
guages; the Laws I am to obferve are written in one I 
don’t underftand, and in a Charaéter I can’t read.———-I may 
be defirous of being a good Subject, on one Side, and of 
defending myfelf on the other; but, by this Misfortune, 
neither of them are abfolutely in my Power. I may very 
eafily tranfgrefs a Law I never heard of; and be injur'd, 
without knowing the Means of Reparation.———Should I 
be told here, that a Man may be a good Subjeét, without 
being a good Lawyer; I anfwer, "tis poflible he may: But 
"ts certain, fuch a one has an indifputable Right to Infor- 
mation; and whatever he has a Right to, he thould be in- 
dulg’d in.——-Should it be faid, in the other Cafe, if he 
does not know how to do himfelf Juftice in the View of 
an Injury, that there arePerfons enough Learned in the Lato, 
who are ready to undertake his Caufe, and have made it the 
Bufinefs of their Lives to be qualified for that Purpofe; it 
muft be remembred, that Men, who make Application to 
fuch Perfons, by being ignorant of the Laws, hardly ever 
know when they have a legal Right of Profecution; and 
while ’tis a Tfade to defend every Caufe, at all Adventures, 
"twill be impoffible he fhould, till the Expence make him 
feverely fenfible; and he learns one fingle Circumftance, 
with the Lofs of half his Fortune.—Add to this, fup- 
pofe a Man ever fo juft in his Title, fo true in his Com- 
plaint, how often is he ruin’d, by the Miftake of a fingle 
Letter; or embarrafs'd in the Procefs, by the Craft of his 
Advocate, whole only Aim is his own Advantage? In 
my Opinion, "tis abfolutely neceffary, that every Man, en- 
gag'd in a Law Suit, fhould himfelf have a perfect View 
of the whole Proceeding; that he fhould follow the Caufe 
with his Eye thro’ every Intricacy, and be Judge himfelt 
of his Attorney’s Honelty and Capacity; but this can never 
be done, till he has an Opportunity of being previoufly ac- 
quainted with the Statutes in his Favour, and the Practice 
of Courts; and every Attempt of the Legiflature, in that 
Way, to his Advantage, deferves all the Acknowledgment 
that the Public can give. 

It has been obferv’d, on the other Side of the Queftion, 
that the Latin is the only proper Law-Language ; becaufe 
its Meanings are eftablifh’d, and its Sounds invariable ; but 
this Objection would have held good againft the Romans 
themfelves, as well as us; for while ‘twas {poke in Italy, it 
was almoft as liable to Alterations, as ours; and yet, I don’t 
find they had Recourfe to the Greek, to prevent that Mif- 
chief; or miffrufted the Obfcurity or Corruption of their 
Laws, from the Revolution of their Language.——No, 
they were fatisfied with being clear in their Expreffions, 
and honeft in their Meanings; always calculating their De- 
crees for the public Good, and never believing there were 
any of their Country-Men, bafe enough in their Pleadings, 
to wreft a Sentencein Favour of Injuftice ; or puzzle a Caufe 
witha Quibble, toearn a Bribe. For my Part, I have not fo 





anfwering all the Purpofes of Expreflion, as well as the 
Latin; or that, in its prefent Purity, it would not laft as 
long. It will exprefs Truth and Juftice, with abundanc® 
of Spirit and Sublimity; and, when our Laws are wrote e- 
qual to the Language, there will be no Danger of miitak- 
ing their Intention ———We fhould then read them with 
Pleafure: Every Statute would be a Leéture of Morality, 
that the wifeft Man would read with Pleafure, and the foolifh- 
eft with Improvement: The honeft Man would make it 
the Guide of his Aétion:, for the Amiablenefs of the Vir- 
tue it récommended; and the vicious Man would be aw’d 
by its Dignity, into a Decorum, foreign to his Nature. 
Trade, and the Laws, are certainly Affairs of the great- 
eft Importance to thefe Nations. They are always wor- 
thy of the higheft Regard from the Legifliture, and fhould 
be carefully obferv’d by the People. We can’t be too nice 
snd critical in improving them. He who propofes, and 
he who actually procures an Advantage to either, is a good 
Subject! a Lover of his Country! a Friend to Mankind!

Charlefworth and Cox, the two Sollicitors convicted of 
Forgery, and fentenced by the Court of King’s-Bench, 
the laft Day of the Term, to ftand in the Pillory at the 
Royal Exchange, Yefterday underwent that Part of their

Sentence. Cox, before he was put into the Pillory, ad- 
drefs’d himfelf to the Populace, who were very numerous, 
and told them, that he was drawn in by Charlefworth: Six 
or feven Fellows got upon the Pillory to proteét Cox from 
any Infult, and intirely fcreen’d him; encouraging at the 
fame Time the pelting the other, which the Mob did in a 
furious Manner: This occafion’d Char/e/worth to take his 
Head out of the Pillory, and flrike one of them; in the 
Scuffle with whom, he was beat off the Pillory ; but being 
lifted up, and put in again, one, who was protecting Cox, 
prefs’d the Pillory upon his Neck, and confined him, 
while he was affaulted more violentiy thin before; which 
not being able to endure, he a fecond Time forc’d his 
Head out ; but the Perfons on the Pillory got him in again, 
and nail’d the Pillory right upon him. Soen after he was 
thus fix’d, the Mob rent his Clothes, and tore down his 
Breeches, and the hind Flap of his Shirt ; after which, he 
was not only pelted with Dirt, Turnips, and Potatoes, 
but beaten with Sticks and a Carman’s Whip; all this 
while his Companion was furrounded by the Fellows above, 
with whom, while on the Pillory, he drank Wine. After 
they had ftood 36 Minutes, Cox was taken out; as was 
Charlefworth foon after, almoft dead. N. B. There was 
no Paper affix’d to the Pillory (as hath been ufual) to denote 
the Perfons and their Crimes.

WEDNESDAY, March 10. 

Yeferday was held a Court of Common Council at Guild- 
hall, when a Bill to prevent the Alienation, or Sale of the 
City and Bridge-Yard Artificers Places, was read the firft 
Time, and order’d a fecond Reading in the next Common 
Council which fhall be held.
